


In an effort to avoid recurrences of 
the South Korean influenced uying 
scandal, a Senate subcommittee is 



preparing legislation that would re- 
quire U.S. intelligence agencies to 
warn Congress when members are ap- 
proached b" clandest ine agentjf of for- 
eign govei aments. 

The legislation, part of a bro#d ef? 
fort to write regulations governing 
the security agencies, reflects the sus- 
picion of some members that the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency knew about i 
the South Korean scneme in the early 
1970s but failed to warn Congress. 

Two congressional committees are 
Investigating whether the, CIA had ev- 
idence of ties tjetween the South Ko- 
rean government and businessman 
Tongsun Park, who gave gifts, made V 
contributions, and provided entertain- 
ment for many members of Congress. 1 

Park and Hancho Kim, another 
Washington-based businessman, have 
been Indicted on federal charges that 
they were Involved in a secret effort 
by the Korean government to win sup- 
port in Congress through bribery. < 

The House Subcommittee on Inter- 
national Organizations plans to open 
hearings late tills month probing how 
much U.S. security agencies knew 
about the Korean effort, and whether 
they withheld what they knew from 
Congress •..» ... 

The Senate Intelligence Commit- 
tee’s staff has been Investigating the 
same questions, and will recommend 
to the committee soon whether sepa- 
rate Senate hearings should be held. 

Meanwhile, the Senate committee’s 
Charters and Guidelines Subcommit- 
tee has been working on statutory lan- 
guage that would require the intelli- 
gence agencies to keep Congress in- 
formed of attempted contacts by clan- 
destine foreign agents. 

The subcommittee is preparing a 
set of “mandates” to govern the oper- 
ations of the CIA and other Intelli- 
gence agencies. 

“One thing that will be In our draft 
statutes.” says Elliot Maxwell, of the 
subcommittee staff, “is reporting re- 
quirements to Congress. 

*iwe want to make sure that ... if 





there are activities by governments 
that Involve violations of law that the 
agencies know about, that they will be 
communicated to Congress.” 

Details of the reporting lavT ha ve 
pot been ‘resolved. Presumably; Con- 
gress would: designate each hanae’S’ In- 
telligence .Qpmijiittee as the recipient 
of the reports' . ” T " *" 

Such a statute would make penna- 
neht an oral agreement between rtfid • 
CIA and the Intelligence Committee 
pnder which the agency has beep, re; o 
porting toj the; committee about under- ’ 
cover foreign i agents who have tried 
to make contact, with. senators^ - 
“No wadaySy^JleX^ telling us $houv 
the activities bf represenJative* of for- 
eign countries,” said Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson (D-Ill.), a.piember of the In- 
telligence Committee. “It would be* 
better to have an explicit mandate in -> 
law so we could always be sure that 
we’d be informed.” '* * ~ ' T ,; 

The Intelligence Committee chair- 
man, Daniel K Inouye (]>Hawaii), has 
declined to comment on the agree- 
ment with the CIA. v. 

Last winter Inouye was. the center 
of an imbroglio over reports that he. 
had asked the CIA to be on the look- 
out for foreign agents who might 
“target” Intelligence Committee mem- 
bers. ” 

Some senators expressed concern 
then that Inouye's request might lead 
to regular surveillance of members of 
Congress. Inouye assured his col- 
leagues that would not happen. 

The proposed legislation Imposing a 
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"reporting requirement’' on the CIA ~ 
raises similar concerns. 

“We’re going to have to be caretfu!^ 
in this area/’ said Sen. Charles McCi" 
Mathias Jr. (R-Md.). Tf they’re going* 
to tell us when foreign agents have 
had dealings with senators, then- they 
have toTkeep track of the senators. TT 
“You raise a lot of problems witlJ I 
gathering pnd passing ail this informal 2 
tion around,” Mathias said. "5 

The charters subcommittee^-** 2 
which both Stevenson and Mathias ? 
are members— is expected to consider 2 
the proposed “mandates” before Con- 2 
gress adjourns this year. 

The question of reporting require-

Stevenson is one of several mem- J 
bers of Congress who suspect that the J 
agency failed to pass Congress it in- ! 
formation about individuals who oper- 
ated here as secret representatives of ! 
the South Korean government 
_*To give the agency its due, you • 
have to consider why they might not ! 
have reported to us any information 1 
they had Obtained,” Stevenson says. J 
“One simple reason might have 1 
been that there was no forum, no In- ; 
telllgence Committee, for the agency i 
to report to then tin the early 1970si. 
On the other hand, when you consider 
the other things that happened In the 
Nixon Administration ... who can 
say?” 

In an interview with The Washing- 
ton Post in August, Stansfield Turner, 
the director of central intelligence, j 



would neither confirm nor deny that ! 
the CIA knew of ties between Tong- « 
sun Park and the Korean CIA. \ 

But Turner said “all relevant Infor- * 
mation the CIA had on Park or KCIA • 
activities was passed to the approprt- 2 
ate officials in the executive branch.” J 
In addition to his seat on the Intelli- * 
gence Committee, Stevenson chairs 2 
the Senate Ethics Committee, which is " 
in the process of hiring gtaff Invest!- * 
gators to probe possible Senate in- J 
volvement in the South Korean influ- ■ 
ence-buying effort. * 

A Washington Post survey of pres* J 
ent and former senatprs suggests that * 
Korean lobbying activities in the Sen- * 
ate- were not as intense as that na- 
tion’s. effort In the House. J
